And, that they are af raid that we 
are going to have them dcvelop 
revolutlonary eonseteusness lothe 
fact that they would stop worfclng, 
they would stop conformIng to alt 
the [hing* that they have to go 
through. 

, Whon we go to court, we are 
escourted to court by two state 
troopers in front and two state 
troopers ln the back, anti tliuy 
have tlielr fïiol 20 shptguns and 
the Ir Browning Automatic^ anti 
they stand with them pressed up 
against theLr chests, ready loshoot 
if we move. if tve breuthe wrong, 
we asked what this is ter and they 
sa ld that lt was for our own pro- 
tection because Ihe women on the 
farm don't have the same polit- 
ical aiflliations-- which was a lle. 

De enu sc ali tho wonnen are $ up¬ 
per ting us, and when we first eot 


busted, May S4rd r we went to 
MJantic and we were supposed to 
set out oï that GO hour tsolatlon* 
and they kept us the re and they 
lold us that we we ren' i golng to 
get out. The women went en strike 
and they refused to do the linen. 
They refused to work and thls 
stirred op a tot and gut the State' s 
Attorney shook up. hg said, ''koop 
them te there." We had constant 
vamps on our corridor-; they Look 
down our posters and every thlng 
becausG they say they don't want 
any poliücal propaganda up on the 
wal Is. They said that F anti» r pa¬ 
pers we re contraband. 

Our mail Is censored. Tt takes 
som et t mes 15 days ter It to get 
from ore place io another. TliatVs 
because when Ericka writes her 
family, they'rein Washington rlght 
at J. Edgar Hoover's office, and 
that fascist pig reads them and 
censors them and treatmeni that 
we recelvc is kind of Inhumane. 
Because a week alter they vamped 
and founcL their $o-cal led contra¬ 
band which we figuréd was just 
som Gilling necessary ter usto keep 
our spirits up because liie bro- 
thers and sisters have been wrl- 
ling usbeautlful letters, we' vebeen 
re cel ving the papers and we' ve had 
a lot of contact with the outside,. 
thoy would mflke us go inio thEs 
little room and strip naked in front 
of the per verteel matrons, We had 
to go and do thls when we had a 
vlsit from our family, when we had 
a visït from the elergy and even 
our lawyer, goteg to the office 
and back. 

We had a bail hearing and Judge 
Aar on j, Pat mor granled mebatt-- 
he said, because the evldonce 
wasn't sufficiënt. Now 1 went to 
court last Wednesday and the p ro¬ 
sé cutor asked'-the prosecutor ap- 
pealed it and usfced for U to go 
to the Suprème Court and they 
said we 1 re not goteg--the prose- 
puilon asked that J have a stay 


untll the suprème Court declslon 
was made and the jucige denied 
Et. Then the proseeutor asked if 
he could have a stay unlll he ap- 
poaled thls declslon that the judge 
had Just ftelshed making whlchwas 
a stay on the stay, Judge Palmer 
denled Lt and said that i coüld 
Imï reïeased as soon as hsil was 
p Osted. Ball was onl y $1 0^000 which 
came as a shock to everybody, 
The reason for that wns they knew 
that the Hlegal way they arrested 
me, the iltegal brlbery; IrLckory, 
and fascist lactics that they used 
on me. 

1 rplurnGd to court today for 
motJons op the way we we re ar- 
rested, The proseeulor said my 
first wEtness wlU be franc Is 
Carter, K t il Worback was 
shocked; ] was shocked! 1 have 
never talked wlth the prosecutor^ 
nqbedy from his office, for the 
ent 1 re eighl months 1 was there. 
Ho has never talked to K, D, hut 
tie has been tryfng io ask K, D. 
for deals because he knows that 
the evidence is not sufficiënt on 
ene, Wh en ttiey vampedonour Pan- 
ther quarter te Njancic Connec¬ 
tie ut, they took some vory im¬ 
portant papers which I was 
wrlting out to my lawyer which 
posslhly could have caused thEs 
and inprlminaied me more. 

Their woman in fermer, that thny 
are talklng about, is very welt 
covered and they retese to break 
her Cover and what we feei Is tbat 
they art? tryfng to use mo 1 hope 
that the brüthérs and Sisters keep 
their falth in me because when l 
walk into court tomorrow^ i'm go- 
Lng to take the flfth and a]so read 
a sinietnent which t have prepared. 
! refuse, and tho judge wiU use 
hls old cliché about yeu lutve the 
key to the iall whenever you do¬ 
elde to testify. E'll just teil him 
to just keep hls kcy anti 1'd rot 
in there hetere 1'd ever turnagainsi 
the people and my comrades.

In the latte r part of Mar eb 1363, 
my husbantl, Lee Berry was hos- 
pltallzed for an cplleptlc condi- 
tion acqulred du ring hls service 
In tho u.5, mercenarles. The doc¬ 
tors at Veterans Hospita!, a fed- 
cral lnstitullon, constderecL ttls 
condltion severe enough tonecesi- 
Ca te troatinent as an In-patiënt. 
Nevortheless, three days af ter hls 
admittance he was greetod at hls 
bedside by Ihrce pigs Ormed with 
shotguns who Informed himthftt he 
was onder arrest fqr an alleged 
conspiracy to dynamltestores;po- 
llcé stations etc. etc* How anyqne 
could bomb anything from a hos¬ 
pita! bed is raiher hard to ïma- 
glne, how ever, !te was ordered 
to get out of bed, get dressed 
and was handeuffed. He was then 
taken to the Tom bs wh ere for threo 
months he recelved no medical 
sUtention r and stept on a bed with¬ 
out n mattress. Llke the other 
brothers and sisters ho was held 
Undcr maKimum securlty, whlch 
IntaUs a 24 boor lock up; total 
separatlon fromtho other lamales' 
limitod vlsllatlon rtghts* no II- 
brary or ree restiünal prlvliegoSj 
ilghts kept on in eoli for hours. 
By the fqurth month qur lawyers 
we re able to persuade the ceurt 
to Issue an order for hlm to re¬ 
pel vo hls medlcatton from the prl- 
sqn dqctpL-, Jc was alter ho was 
blackjackod by a pig by the name 
qf John Delslehursl, Badge No. 
-1B0, he sostained a serious wound 
over hls left eye which rectytrod 
Stlfches. However, be never re- 
coivcd stitches but was instend 
put in the hole and hls vlsits werc 
revokod for flvo days. On a later 
occasion hu was thrown in the hole 
and had hls vlsits revoked for 20 
days for the 'helncus crime 1 of 
cur&lng at a plg, 

The neait four months we re spent 
struggling with the court to have 
hlm transfer red to a hospltal prl- 
son ward. Flnaity af tor spondlng 


eight months in the Manhattan 
Efouse of Horrors, he was trans- 
ferred to Rcllevue Hospita.1 Prlson 
wart!. Aftorn few days in Bello- 
vuo they deelded in run & 
series qf "tests" supposedly to 
deierffilne whether or not he was 
truly an epfleptic. These fr tests rr 
IneldentaHy were ordered by the 
court. The after effects of these 
tests left him In a stupqr for a 
rnimbcr of days. He was also uil- 
able to walk and was totaliy con- 
fined to the bed. 

I was glvcn no okplanatlon for 
tils condition by any of the med- 
[cal slaff escopt that it was mere- 
ly the af ter effects of a test, 
The nature or the purpose of thls 
test was never cüplained to me. 
On December 26 the hospltal called 
and informed me that he had utt¬ 
el ergeme surgery for a ruptured 
appejidty. He ls now Ln critici! 
eondEtlon In Ihe Intensive Care 
Unit, undor armed guards f fkght- 
Eng a fever of 103 degroes, cough- 
ing up biood with tubes through- 
out hls body. On Saturday, January 
9, a group of concerned brothers 
and sisters stood In freezlng ratn 
to express their solidarity and to 
de mand my husband's release. 

As a resutt of this I was later 
approached by an indJgnaht doc¬ 
tor who clalmed that such d em on¬ 
stra tIons weruunnecossary.sinee 
my h Lisband was receiving the 
“best of medicnl eare'L The fol- 
lowlhg Is a persona] eye wltness 
account of ihls so-eaiied ^good” 
medicat care: 

< * Os January 5, I arrlved at the 
hospltal at 3 p.m. to flnd hlm Sn 
excruclatinjf pain from a swelü- 
Ing ln the grbln are&. Atapprost- 
Imately 10 p.m. when ihe pain 
wa$ no Jonger béarablé hc askert 
the nurse for somt medicat ion to 
roiieve lt. She lnformed us that 
she couldn't do so without orders 
from n. doctor, It was then neces- 
sary fur us to ask her to page a 


doctor. Ahout a half an hour later 
a doctor with a Texan accent by 
the name of Sebold arrived on the 
set and drawled out a co]d an un- 
sympathetlc, ( What do you want.' 
Lee then told hlm of the swell- 
mg and pain in the groln, Thls 
so-called doctor then proceeded 
to snatch off th« covers and sla rted 
pokingand pressing on the swollen 
area. After a five mlnute esamL- 
natlon whlch only Sntensified the 
pain, he casually pulled baek the 
covers and remark eb, f weli Et 
beats mc, I doh't know what’s 
wrong,' with thls Lee dem-andcd 
to he left alone and jusl be glven 
sometkEing for tiio pain. Al whlch 
potnt thls pig asktd Idm Lf he was 
b drug addict, t then demanded 
that he leave and ar other doctor 
bc sent down. He Urakeü at me 
with a rotd sarcastlcgrlnand re- 
markodf J l'm hls doctor, I'm all 
Ise^s gel and his llfe deponds on 
me.' EEc strolled away and re- 
turned wüh a plll. Lee refusod 
the plll for the obvlous reasonthal 
a surglcal tube whlch was pushed 
through hls nose clear Lnto his 
stomach was pumplng everythlng 
out apin and the ptU would have 
no affect, it would merely be 
pumped back out. Ete was twlng 
led throUgh his % r eEnS atid that's 
the way he had to be medlcated, 
With thls the bpast tsughlirigly re¬ 
plied, 'That's a good thought, i 
guess you're rlght'and he ordered 
the nurse to ad mln Is ter a ühot 
of morphlno. At approxjmately 
1 2:30 he recelved kt.

To speak In more genera!terms 
agaim, Gentry and hln friends 
seemed to subordlnate politics to 
thelr own pereonal goals and set 
a poor example for thé member- 
shlp, We believe that the major 
CHisulii for the local Pirt/s dl£- 
Inlergralioc we re Incompelant and 
opportunlstlc leadershlp coupled 
wlth severe repression (oulllned 
bolow}, Wh He it Is truc that some 
of the membershlp were atso 
poorly motivated and oppor- 
tunlÉtlc. many were trua ffghters 
for the people who Just could nol 
Overcome the bad lnfluen.ee of the 
Gentry ctlque* 

These people are stil] werking 
for the peopte, trying to correct 
past mlstakes, and have not glven 
up the flght agalnsl fascism. 

The repression in Milwaukee, 
as in olher clties, hns been grèat, 
Unfortuiiate|y p the MlIwauiee lead¬ 
ershlp dld nothing to keep the Na¬ 
tional or Chicago offices informed 
aboul such repression. Vtrtually 
every male Faother was arrosted 
at least ohee, and many were 
badly beaten. 

The most important bost is oE 
the ^Milwaukee 3"--Jesse White p 
Booker Collins and Earï Lev- 
e rotte--on charges of attempted 


murder (Of a plg) and rvslsilng 
an officor, The three werf beaten 
badly by pigs and have been glven 
a 1 year sedtence (tho maximum) 
on the re^istifig charge alr< j ady, 
The ettompted murder trial won't 
coiiie up for many months yet, 
The whole thlng slinks of a plg 
frame and w# hope to dUctlSS the 
maller wlth you more fully at a 
later date, The "3" have been 
dolng a good job of organlatng 
io jaII and have nol lost thetr 
revülutlonary spirit to this day. 

Unforlunately, the leadershlp 
neglecled to pass the word aboul 
the "3" oven to Chicago--much 
loss to Berketey. 

There is no chapter in Mll- 
waukce now, and rlghtly so r The 
pK-chapler hadlltlleeffectbecaiiHe 
the people in the community saw 
through tbs leadershlp, Yel the 
po tent lal still exlsls in ^Tilwaulcee J 
for there are somo solld people 
who continue to Tight capitaïistri, 
lmporialism and the rlse of fas- 
cLsui de&pltethe repression.
